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Why  Radical  Economics? 


What  could  be  more  reckless, 
unfounded,  illegitimate, 
bizarre  and  unscientific  than 
the  conventional  approach 
to  unemployment  and 
inflation?

Unemployment,  inflation,  recession,  depres- 
sion, boom,  bust,  speculation,  dollar  crunch, 
over  production,  energy  crisis,  ballooning  debt, 
poverty,  fiscal  crisis,  urban  decay,  crime,  sui- 
cide, bankruptcy,  productivity  decline,  govern- 
ment debt,  multinational  corporations  and 
government  bailouts  are  the  perennial  subjects 
of  the  daily  news  in  this  country,  and  the  banes 
of  our  existence.  Do  you  understand  them? 
Probably  not.  if  you  have  ever  listened  to  a  con- 
ventional liberal  or  conservative  economist  try- 
ing to  explain,  and  explain  why  any  of  the 
above.  Bamboozled  and  confused  by  these 
slick  wizards,  most  people  simply  shun  their 
razzle-dazzle  analyses.  Even  worse,  though 
they  don't  understand,  people  assume  that  ec- 
onomists do! 

Economists  get  Nobel  Prizes,  they  work 
with  mathematics,  they  have  their  own  termi- 
nology and  they  function  as  soothsayers  and 
Rasputins  for  people  in  power.  In  short,  they 
appear  to  be  scientific,  and  they  exercise  po- 
wer. And  if  the  old  gods  are  indeed  dead,  then 
the  new  gods  certainly  include  science  and 
power.  Since  as  a  society  we  pay  homage  to 
these  deities,  we  tend  to  lend  legitimacy  to  the 
whacked-out  views  of  conventional  economists, 
even  if  they  make  no  sense  to  us. 

But,  just  as  in  The  Wizard  ofOz,  when  we 
finally  get  beyond  the  fog  of  mysticism  they 
dispense,  we  find  they  are  humbugs.  What,  for 
example,  is  their  explanation  of  inflation? 
"Too  much  money  chasing  too  few  goods." 
.  So,  name  three  things  in  short  supply.  Whether 
it  be  houses,  hot  tubs,  or  Hershey  bars,  all  we 
can  locate  are  surpluses.  Yet  Reagan's  econo- 
mists are  telling  us  to  pull  in  our  belts  and 
raise  our  productivity  in  order  to  produce 
more  in  order  to  outpace  inflation. 

Why  does  anyone  believe  this  pap?  First, 
some  people  (about  five  percent  of  the  popu- 
lation who  own  about  90%  of  all  the  privately 
held  stocks  and  bonds  in  this  country,  and 
who  control  that  miniscule  one  percent  of  all 
corporations  which  account  for  roughly  65% 
of  all  oroduction)  like  it.  They  like  it  because 
conventional  economists  tell  them  what  they 
want  to  hear  and  what  they  think  you  should 
hear.  They  also  believe  it,  as  do  the  convention- 
al economists.  What  they  want  to  hear  is  that 
when  the  economy  is  bottming,  it  is  due  to  the 
natural  superiority  of  the  free  enterprise  sys- 
tem. When  it  is  not,  it's  your  fault  because 
you  are  too  lazy,  too  uppity,  and  too  wasteful. 
When  the  economy  is  strong,  they  take  the 
credit.  When  it  sinks,  you  get  the  blame.  Or  if 
you  happen  to  be  among  that  top  five  percent, 
read  the  last  two  sentenoes  in  reverse. 

Second,  a  lot  of  people  believe  it  because 
they  think  they  are  going  to  end  up  in  that 
~  top  five  percent.  But  most  people  believe  in 
the  mythological  world  of  conventional  eco- 
nomists because  they  never  hear  anything  else. 
That  top  five  percent  owns  most  newspapers, 
television  networks,  radio  stations,  and  most 
mass  circulation  magazines.  Right  here  in  the 
home  of  the  brave  and  the  land  of  the  free, 
they  own  the  means  of  ideological  hegemony 

Radical  economics?  Strange  images  may 
come  to  mind  -  reckless,  unfounded,  illegiti- 
mate, bizarre,  unscientific.  Yet,  what  of  the 
"science"  of  the  supply-side  black  economist, 
no  radical  he,  who  suggests  to  black  youths 
that  their  40%  unemployment  rate  would  go 
down  if  the  minimum  wage  were  slashed? 
In  countries  where  there  is  no  minimum  wage 
and  where  labor  is  very  cheap,  rich  people  hire 


poor  people  to  cut  their  expansive  lawns  with 
machetes  -  because  this  is  cheaper  than  buy- 
ing a  lawnmower.  Nevertheless,  the  unemploy- 
ment problem  remains:  unemployment  levels 
in  these  countries  are  estimated  to  be  between 
40  and  60%. 

Getting  back  to  inflation,  our  Nobel  Prize 
winners  believe  we  have  to  cut  government 
spending  as  part  of  a  policy  to  contain  infla- 
tion. Yet  not  one  word,  not  one  single  article, 
seemingly,  can  be  found  where  our  fearless  in- 
flation fighters  attack  the  military  boondoggle. 
The  only  type  of  government  spending  that  is 
purely  inflationary  is  military  spending.  It  also 
happens  to  be  the  largest  single  form  of  govern 
ment  spending  (when  properly  defined). 
Their  malign  neglect  on  this  point  may  be  due 
to  the  fact  that  military  contracts  generate  a 
rate  of  return  on  capital  (profit)  three  times 
higher  than  civilian  production.  (Where  would 
the  free  enterprise  system  be  without  govern- 
ment spending  -  welfare  -  to  prop  it  up?). 

What  could  be  more  reckless,  unfounded, 
illegitimate,  bizarre  and  unscientific  than  the 
conventional  approach  to  fighting  unemploy- 
ment and  inflation? 

To  be  radical  is  to  go  to  the  root  of  an  issue 
rather  than  trying  to  explain  it  away.  To  radi- 
cal economists,  the  root  of  the  problem  is  the 
capitalist  system.  Radical  economists  are  well- 
aware  of  the  fact  that  capitalism  was  a  giant 
step  in  human  progress  over  feudalism.  When 
Milton  Friedman  ex  tolls  the  virtues  of  capital- 
ism, he  has  one  eye  directed  towards  the  bar- 
barity of  feudalism.  Radical  economists  are  less 
concerned  with  what  was,  than  with  what 
could  be. 

Radical  economists  feel  that  a  decent  and 
humane  economic  system  would  not  only 
maintain  high  standards  of  living  for  all,  but 
would  do  so  at. tolerable  human  cost.  They 
believe  that  the  prosperity  of  modern  capital- 
ism is  purchased  at  too  high  a  price  in  terms 
of  worker  alienation,  job-xelated  illness,  acci- 
dents and  suicides  (each  peak  in  the  unemploy- 
ment rate  shows  a  peak  in  male  suicides),  in 
terms  of  racism  and  sexism,  in  terms  of  the 
destruction  of  the  environment,  in  terms  of 
technologies  foregone  because  large  corpora- 
tions protect  their  existing  investments  and 
block  technical  change,  and  most  especially 
in  terms  of  the  continual  state  of  insecurity 
that  one  must  live  in  if  production  is  organ- 
ized around  the  market  system. 

Radical  economists  are  not  messianically 
awaiting  the  "great  crash"  as  a  means  to  so- 
cial change.  Left  to  its  own  devices,  the  sys- 
tem will  roll  right  on  (and.roll  right  over  you). 
Radical  economists  believe  people  should 
really  be  free  to  choose  their  own  system  of 
production  and  organization,  not  merely  free 
to  lose.  They  suggest  an  unrealized  alterna- 
tive, not  a  rigid  blueprint. 

Many  radical  economists  belong  to  the 
Union  for  Radical  Political  Economics,  which 
publishes  books  and  pamphlets,  a  theoretical 
journal,  the  monthly  magazine  Dollars  and 
Sense,  along  with  sponsoring  regional  and 
national  conferences.  This  month,  URPE  will 
be  holding  its  annual  Western  Regional  Con- 
ference (to  be  covered  by  KPFA)  on  the  UC 
Berkeley  campus.  The  conference,  headquar- 
tered at  Warren  Hall  (University  &  Oxford: 
Sts,  Berkeley)will  begin  at  7  pm  on  Friday 
February  13th  and  conclude  on  Sunday,  Feb- 
ruary 15  th  at  6  pm.  Speakers  include  Ron 
Dellums,  Alice  Waters,  Michael  Klare,  Robert 
Girling,  Michael  Perelman  and  many  others. 
There  will  be  showings  of  Rosie  the  Riveter 
and  other  media  events.  The  program  will  in- 
clude critiques  of  supply;side  economics,  an 
analysis  of  the  global  banking  system,  discus- 
sions of  socialism,  the  New  Right,  and  U.S. 
militarism.  It  is  open  to  anyone  who  would 
like  to  learn  more  about  radical  economics.

Within  the  past  month,  nearly  the  entire  management  team  has  changed,  as  well  as 
almost  a  quarter  of  the  paid  staff.  This  infusion  of  new  people  and  energy  has  kindled 
a  tremendous  amount  of  excitement  which  will  undoubtedly  benefit  the  listener.  Our 
new  Program  Director,  Peggy  Berryhill,  is  featured  in  this  month's  Off  Mike  biography 
column.  She  is  returning  to  KPFA  after  a  short  sojourn  at  National  Public  Radio.  Her 
overview  of  the  station,  as  presented  during  her  job  interview  and  reiterated. in  her  bi- 
ography, should  encourage  any  steady  listener  to  the  station.  I  think  you  are  going  to 
thoroughly  enjoy  her  leadership. 

Our  other  management  changes  include  Eve  Buckner's  return  as  Assistant  Manager 
and  Tim  McGovern's  hire  as  our  new  Chief  Engineer.  Eve  returns  from  about  nine 
months  of  leave  during  which  she  gave  birth  to  Andrew,  one  of  several  infant  additions 
to  KPFA's  family.  Eve  had  been  our  program  director,  and  graciously  agreed  to  return 
in  the  comparable  position  of  Assistant  (or  Business)  Manager.  Eve  has  handled  almost 
every  administrative  task  at  KPFA  with  great  skill  and  organization.  She  began  at 
KPFA  nearly  six  years  ago  as  an  assistant  in  the  subscription  department.  She  will  now 
oversee  all  of  KPFA's  administrative  functions,  including  business  affairs. 

Tim  McGovern,  our  new  Chief  Engineer,  is  a  newcomer  to  KPFA  but  not  to  Pacifica. 
Tim  most  recently  was  the  assistant  engineer  at  KRE/KBLX.  Prior  to  that,  he  had  been 
the  production  director  at  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles,  and  the  Pacifica  News  Service  in 
-Washington,  D.C.  He  helped  convert  the  then- Washington  News  Bureau  into  a  national- 
ly syndicated  service  which  feeds  approximately  23  stations  across  the  country. 

In  an  equally  critical  change,  we  have  hired  Jim  Bennett  as  our  new  production 
director.  Jim  has  been  the  operations  and  production  manager  of  WMUB  in  Oxford, 
Ohio.  He  has  specialized  in  music  recording  and  has  won  the  Satin  Doll  Award  by 
Musicians  Magazine  for  diversity  and  excellence  in  jazz  programming.  Jim  aJso  has  oc- 
casionally been  a  contributor  to  NPR's  "Jazz  Alive." 

One  of  our  department  heads,  Charles  Amirkhanian,  is  on  leave  for  five  months.  He 
is  being  replaced  by  two  new  staff  members:  Susan  Kernes  and  Jim  Mitchell.  Susan  will 
be  director  of  the  department,  and  Jim  will  be  in  charge  of  the  morning  concerts  and 
classical  programming. 

There  have  been  still  other  changes  in  the  last  month.  Robin  Steinhardt  is  taking  a 
rest  after  an  exhausting  Crafts  Fair,  She  had  the  misfortune  of  being  subscriptions  direc- 
tor at  the  time  of  our  computer  changes.  She,  like  the  rest  of  us,  became  worn  thin  by 
the  incredible  foul-ups  in  our  new  service.  Robin  will  return  to  direct  next  year's  Crafts 
Fair,  and  will  still  be  available  for  other  projects  at  KPFA.  Our  other  Crafts  Fair  direc- 
tor, Padraigin  McGillicuddy,  returns  as  Associate  Director  of  Drama  and  Literature,  and 
will  also  for  a  short  time  also  handle  publicity  until  marathon  is  over. 

Women's  programming  is  undergoing  a  major  new  emphasis,  and  I  will  describe  that 
next  month. 

There  is  currently  one  job  opening  available.  CETA  funding  for  a  production  assis- 
tant will  resume  February  16th.

TOO  MUCH  ROCK  AND  ROLL! 

Dear  KPFA  Folks, 

After  1 1  years  of  steady  listening  to  the  station, 
most  of  them  as  a  subscriber,  I'm  finally  activa- 
ted to  write  you  a  letter.  I  should've  written 
many  times. .  .there  are  so,  so  many  apprecia- 
tions I've  sent  you  only  mentally.  And  when, 
infrequently,  something  happened  I  didn't  like, 
I've  made  allowances  for  the  diversity  of  your 
audience  and  the  importance  of  presenting  a 
variety  of  "unpopular"  political  perspectives. 

Yet,  here  I  am  complaining  loudly!  As  Richard 
Wolinsky  predicted  in  his  January  column,  I 
feel  quite  alienated  by  some  of  the  new  program- 
ming changes.  When  'Maximum  Rock  and  Roll' 
came  on  the  air  I  groaned  and  winced  a  lot  -  2 
hours  of  prime  evening  time  devoted  to  anger, 
ugliness,  and  who-can-vomit-better. .  .couldn't 
it  at  least  be  at  a  late-night  time,  where  most 
of  the  music  shows  that  1  prefer  have  been 
stuck?  But,  as  1  said,  I  made  allowances. 

This,  though,  is  too  much.  7+  hours  a  week  of 
rock  and  roll. .  .much  of  it  "punk"  (what  an  apt 
name!)  and  4  hours  of  it  in  prime  time  for  work- 
ing people  to  listen. .  .that's  just  too  damn 
much!  It  does  make  KPFA  all  too  much  of  a 
rock  station.  After  all,  there  are  a  lot  more  con- 
stituencies to  please  besides  the  punk  audience; 
and  there's  no  particular  reason  to  suppose, 
even  if  the  changes  do  bring  in  new  listeners     • 
(questionable)  and  if  many  of  these  folks  do 
subscribe  (even  more  questionable)  -  that  the 
new  income  would  exceed  that  lost  from  the 
disenchanted  subscribers  who  fail  to  renew  the 
next  time  around.  After  all,  I  have  some  doubts 
as  to  the  effectiveness  of  writing  protest  letters 
such  as  this. .  .are  our  voices  heard  any  more 
at  the  station  than  at  the  White  House?.  .  .and 
what  more  effective  way  to  vote  than  with  our 
meager  bucks?? 

To  look  at  it  another  way:  sure,  it  would  be 
great  if  KPFA  had  a  lot  more  subscribers.  But 
what  the  station  becomes  in  the  process  is  even 
more  important.  Most  likely  the  times  ahead 
are  going  to  be  hard  for  a  lot  of  us,  individual- 
ly and  collectively  ;and  that  makes  it  all  the 
more  important  that  we  don't  just  react.  .  .in 
panic.  We'll  need  to  find  more  and  better  ways 
to  nurture  ourselves  and  one  another.  So, 
programs  like  Lemon/Aid  should  (I  believe)  be 
featured  more  prominently  rather  than  being 
cut  back.  Also,  it  would  be  nice  if  'New  Hori- 
zons' would  occasionally  be  on  at  a  better  time. 
And  especially,  how  about  if  one  of  the  prime 
evening  slots  now  devoted  to  rock  were  instead 
used  for  music  to  open  our  hearts,  heal  us, 
help  us  feel  good.  E.g.,  once  a  month  Red  Crys- 
tal, another  week  Hearts  of  Space  and  twice 
a  month  Joanna  Brouk  playing  the  kind  of 
beautiful  stuff  that  she  played  on  the  Morning 
Concert  the  am  after  Thanksgiving.  You  get 
the  idea!  Please  don't  assume  that  my  musical 
or  other  tastes  are  restricted  to  'new  age'  or 
any  such  mumbo-jumbo. .  si  enjoy  nearly  all 
the  music  programming  except  the  rock  and 
much  of  the  new  classical  music. 

Now  for  the  good  news:  I'm  glad  Susan  Kernes 
is  new  music  director. .  .1  usually  enjoy  her 
programs  a  lot.  Thanks  for  David  Mayers  show 
on  Wed  am. .  .it's  great.  Also  for  the- new 
health  show.  Welcome  back,  Kris!  (I  hope, 
though,  that  Philip  gets  a  chance  to  do  a  simi- 
lar talk  slot  another  time  in  the  day. .  .his 
show  was  excellent).

Although  I  was  up  most  of  the  night  party- 
ing, I  tuned  in  at  noon  today  and  luckily 
caught  Sam  Julty's  show.  I  thought  it  was 
excellent—  provided  me  with  many  new  ideas 
and  insights.  For  year's  I've  been,  active  in 
the  woman's  movement,  but  I've  never  been 
close  to  what  is  occurring  within  men  during 
these  transitional  times.

I'm  writing  to  recommend  that  Sam  Julty 
not  continue  his  program,  and  that  KPFA  not 
sponsor  a  show  from  the  "Men's  Liberation" 
point  of  view.  My  criticism  comes  from  the 
inside.  That  is,  I've  spend  four  years  working 
with  men  both  inside  the  men's  movement 
and  outside  it  to  stop  male  violence. .  .My 
criticism  comes  from  wanting  men  to  organize 
against  sexism  and  the  violence  that  comes 
from  it,  instead  of  organizing  to  make  things 
better  for  men.  Many  people  think  that 
"Men's  Liberation"  has  its  faults  but  it  is 
better  than  nothing.  I  used  to  think  so,  but 
now  I'm  not  so  sure.  Men  like  Warren  Farrell, 
often  considered  the.father  of  Men's  Libera- 
tion, consider  men  to  be  equal  victims  of 
sexism,  right  along  with  women  and  children. 
This  is  just  not  true. .  .Men's  Lib  ignores  the 
issue  of  male  violence  in  favor  of  all  the  sec- 
ondary issues.  .  .1  think  the  greatestvdanger 
of  men's  liberation  is  its  push  to  make  men 
nice  oppressors,  and  happier  oppressors.  That 
is  a  step  backwards.  .  .1  think  it  is  important 
for  all  men  to  speak  out  against  homophobia 
and  the  oppression  of  gay  people.  1  think  it 
is  important  for  all  men  to  speak  out  against 
male  violence  against  women  and  children.  1 
think  it  would  be  a  mistake  for  KPFA  to  pro- 
vide regular  airtime  for  men  to  commiserate 
with  each  other  about  how  hard  sexism  has 
made  their  lives.

Rents

Maybe  the  time  is  right  for  checking  out  the  cost  of  tents.  Certainly,  news  about 
housing  has  not  been  very  good  of  late.  President  Reagan's  Urban  Affairs  Task  Force  is 
urging  that  federal  housing  funds  be  denied  to  communities  which  attempt  to  control 
or  regulate  rents.  The  argument  used  by  the  task  force  and  by  the  National  Apartment 
Association  is  that  federal  housing  funds  are  earmarked  to  improve  housing  units,  and 
that  rent  control  ensures  they  will  deteriorate.  Thus,  it's  bad  business  to  pour  money 
down  the  rent  control  hole. 

But  that's  not  all  the  bad  news.  A  study  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  found  that  since  1970,  nearly  400,000  rental  units  have  been  converted  to 
condominiums,  with  a  predicted  1.1  million  units  converting  in  the  next  five  years. 
Nationally,  the  rental  vacancy  rate  is  only  five  percent,  which  is  two  percent  below  what 
the  industry  believes  to  be  a  healthy  minimum.  Of  course,  in  areas  such  as  the  Bay  Area, 
New  York,  and  Los  Angeles,  it  is  even  below  five  percent. 

Closer  to  home,  the  Bay  Area  Council  calls  the  local  housing  situation  a  "powder  keg" 
that  could  set  off  serious  economic  disruptions,  or  even  riots,  if  it  is  not  solved.  The 
Council  represents  more  than  300  of  the  largest  corporations  in  the  region.  Their  findings 
are  unsettling  at  best: 

1.  The  nine-county  Bay  Area  has  the  most  expensive  housing  in  the  nation. 

2.  Housing  costs  will  quadruple  in  the  next  decade  if  the  current  price  escalation  con- 
tinues. 

3.  The  current  housing  shortage  of  65,000  units  will  grow  to  350,000  units  in  the  next 
ten  years  if  current  trends  in  housing  construction  are  not  reversed. 

The  solution  is  not  in  sight,  either  locally  or  nationally.  Locally  at  least,  rent  stabili- 
zation laws  provide  some  degree  of  protection  in  the  short  run.  Laws  are  in  force  in  San 
Francisco,  Berkeley,  and  Oakland,  plus  a  number  of  other  cities  throughout  Northern 
California.  But  the  law  in  each  city  is  different,  and  subject  to  change  and  revision.  This 
creates  a  problem  in  that  tenants  and  landlords  are  often  confused  as  to  the  exact  con- 
tent of  the  law. 

For  example,  in  Berkeley,  the  Rent  Board  has  authorized  landlords  to  increase  rents 
by  five  percent  in  1981 .  If  the  landlords  also  pay  heating,  they  are  entitled  to  an  addi- 
tional 1 .2  percent  increase.  But  the  increase  was  not  to  go  into  effect  until  the  end  of 
January,  and  some  landlords  have  tried  to  make  it  effective  the  beginning  of  the  month, 
and  thus  get  a  few  extra  dollars  out  of  their  tenants.  Also,  Berkeley  rental  units  are  sup- 
posed to  be  registered  with  the  city  to  ensure  the  law  is  followed.  Large  numbers,  how- 
ever, are  not. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  has  adopted  new  regu- 
lations to  help  protect  against  wrongful  evictions.  Reports  of  alleged  unfair  evictions 
will  be  investigated  by  the  board's  executive-secretary  to  determine  if  more  than  one  ten- 
ant was  evicted  at  around  the  same  time,  or  if  the  eviction  might  be  in  retaliation  for  the 
tenant  exercising  rights  under  the  city's  ordinances,  or  if  a  dispute  over  the  rent  stabiliza- 
tion ordinance  led  to  the  eviction,  or.if  it  appears  that  fraud  or  bad  faith  was  involved 
in  the  eviction.  If  the  board  determines  that  it  was  a  wrongful  eviction,  it  may  take  the 
landlord  to  court.  Tenants  also  have  the  right  to  reoccupy  a  unit  after  being  displaced 
for  capital  improvements  or  rehabilitation  work. 

For  more  information  on  local  laws  governing  rental  property. in  the  immediate  Bay 
Area,  tenants  and  landlords  should  contact  their  local  rent  stabilization  board.  In  Berke- 
ley, call  644-6128.  In  Oakland,  call  273-3056.  In  San  Francisco,  the  number  is  621- 
RENT.  In  other  cities  and  counties,  call  your  local  government's  information  number 
and  ask  if  there  is  a  rent  stabilization  board. 

Even  in  localities  without  such  boards  or  laws,  state-wide  laws  provide  protection 
against  unfair  evictions,  loss  of  security  and  cleaning  deposits,  and  invasion  of  your  pri- 
vacy. State-wide  laws  also  govern  how  much  notice  you  are  allowed  for  rent  increases. 
For  a  free  pamphlet,  in  English  or  Spanish,  on  these  and  other  landlord-tenant  issues, 
send  a  self-addressed,  stamped,  legal-size  envelope  to  Landlord-Tenant,  P.O.  Box  310, 
Sacramento,  CA  95802.

REPORTS

Peter  Franck  is  sick  this  month.  His  column  has  been  written  instead  by  Alan  Snitow, 
News  Director  of  KPFA,  who  talks  about  one  ofPacifica's  correspondents  in  the 
field,  Renato  Camarda  in  El  Salvador. 

As  most  of  our  listeners  know,  Pacifica  has  its  own  correspondent  in  war  torn  El  Sal- 
vador. He  is  Renato  Camarda,  a  psychologist/therapist  who  once  worked  at  the  Bonita 
House,  a  halfway  house  in  Berkeley:  He  was  born  in  Sicily,  and  raised  in  that  part  of  Si- 
cily controlled  by  the  Fascist  Party.  He  left  at  an  early  age,  and  eventually  found  his 
way  to  Berkeley,  where  he  stayed  for  ten  years,  occasionally  doing  stories  for  the  KPFA 
w^!§X(^Ij[epartment.  He  was  also  active  in  the  local  left  community.  He  is  also  a  poet,  and 
recently  wrote  a  book  of  poetry,  published  in  Italy,  which  reflected  his  feelings  about 
American  culture.  After  a  time  in  Brazil,  he  got  a  job  working  on  a  newspaper  in  San 
Salvador,  and  also  writes  for  Italian  newspapers.as  well  as  reporting  for  Pacifica  and 
KPFA. 

About  six  months  ago,  he  called  us  from  the  University  of  San  Salvador.  Renato  had 
gone  there  to  cover  a  press  conference  called  by  the  leaders  of  the  left  in  El  Salvador, 
but  the  conference  was  broken  up  by  National  Guard  troops,  several  people  were  killed, 
and  the  participants  fled  onto  the  usually  off-limits  campus.  But  the  tanks  and  troops 
followed  them.  The  guerrilla  leaders  and  the  press  attending  the  conference  were  all  to- 
gether inside  a  building  while  the  army  fired  at  them  from  outside. 

That's  when  Renato  called  from  a  pay  phone  inside.  He  described  the  scene  while  the 
bullets  flew,  and  included  the  shooting  of  two  unarmed  young  men  who  tried  to  run 
away  to  escape  the  troops. 

We  were  not  so  calm,  I  immediately  called  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  San  Salvador  to  ask 
for  their  intervention  to  protect  our  reporter  and  the  many  other  people  therenTtt 
building,  including  some  two  hundred  children  who  had  been  taking  classes  at  the  time. 
Then  there  were  calls  to  Ron  Dellums'  office  as  well  as  some  threats  to  the  El  Salvador 
consulate  in  San  Francisco.  We  were  informed  that  little  could  be  done  because  Renato 
is  an  Italian  citizen,  not  an  American. 

He  did  get  out  of  the  building  eventually  through  the  intervention  of  the  Red  Cross. 
Later,  when  I  scolded  him  for  taking  too  many  chances,  and  asked  him  to  be  more  care- 
ful, he  poo-pooed  me,  saying  that  he  was  not  so  threatened.  That  was  before  he  was  put 
on  a  government-enemies  list  of  journalists  unsympathetic  to  the  government;  that  was 
before  the  murders  of  four  women  missionaries  in  El  Salvador,  and  bfore  the  outbreak 
of  the  full-scale  civil  war  in  January. 

Renato  is  now  no  stranger  to  death.  There  are  corpses  regularly  in  the  streets;  he 
knew  one  of  the  women  missionaries  who  was  killed,  and  he  knew  one  of  the  photograph- 
ers lolled  in  the  first  days  of  the  war. 

Much  of  the  U.S.  press  continues  to  portray  the  political  battle  in  terms  of  a  moder- 
ate government  caught  in  the  middle  of  left  and  right-wing  extremism.  From  the  begin- 
ning, Renato  has  pointed  out  the  links  between  the  government  and  the  right-wing  death 
squads  in  El  Salvador,  and  followed  the  development  of  the  broad-based  opposition 
movement. 

When  his  photographer  friend  was  killed,  it  was  the  first  time  Renato  himself  seemed 
to  be  scared.  He  also  seemed  frustrated  at  having  to  stay  the  night  in  a  major  downtown 
hotel  where  foreign  journalists  were  forced  to  stay  for  their  own  safety. 

Throughout,  Renato  has  brought  KPFA  and  Pacifica  anew  perspective  on  what  is 
hapoening  in  El  Salvador.  The  establishment  preSs  here  and  the  El  Salvador  government 
have  blacked  out  information  on  the  struggle,  and  Renato  was  one  of  the  few  voices 
breaking  through,  giving  people  in  this  country  some  of  the  information  needed  to  force 
an  increase  in  coverage  and  accuracy  . 

When  five  left  leaders  were  killed  late  in  the  year,  the  establishment  press  noted  that 
not  many  people  turned  out  for  their  funeral  services,  a  supposed  indication  of  the  weak- 
ness of  the  left  movement.  Renato  told  us  that  the  small  turpout  was  organized,  and  an 
indication  of  the  discipline  of  the  supporters  of  the  five.  An  earlier  mass  funeral  march 
for  the  assassinated  Archbishop  Oscar  Arnulfo  Romero  was  attacked  by  the  junta  forces, 
with  some  80  people  killed.  Renato  said  the  left  was  preparing  for  war,  and  did  not 
want  their  people  killed  in  an  unarmed  funeral  march  or  demonstration. 

Renato  says  he'll  stay  in  El  Salvador  sending  us  his  unique  reports,  breaking  the  sys- 
tematic blackout  on  information  in  El  Salvador  and  here  in  the  United  States.  (Peter 
Franck  will  return  next  month).

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EVENING  READINGS: 
'Paddy  No  More' 


Padraigin  McGillicuddy  returns  to  her  first 
love,  radio  programming,  after  a  four  month 
leave  to  produce  the  KPFA  Crafts  Fair.  She 
will  be  reading  a  two  week  series  of  evening 
readings  from  the  short  story  anthology,  Pad- 
dy No  More.  It  is  a  collection  of  modern  Irish 
short  stories,  published  by  Longship  Press, 
which  also  publishes  The  Circus  by  Juanita 
Casey,  the  Morning  Reading  the  third  week  of 
this  month. 

The  introduction  to  Paddy  No  More  is  a 
fascinating  essay  entitled  "The  Soft  Center 
of  Irish  Writing/written  by  Frances  Stuait. 
While  directed  specifically  at  Irish  writing,  it 
provides  insight  as  to  the  role  of  the  writer 
in  society  regardless  of  nationality: 

"The  reaction  of  the  imaginative  artist  to 
society  is  important  to  both.  A  community 
that  prefers  its  more  easily  assimilated  writers 
cuts  itself  off  from  one  of  the  main  sources  of 
vitality  that  preserves  it  from  the  constant 
encroachment  of  materialism  and  banality. . . 
Writers  who  hardly  cause  a  ripple  in  the  deeper 
recesses  of  the  mind  receive  public  acclaim. 
They  quickly  become  integrated  into  their  so- 
ciety and  serve  a  civic  function  [as  do]  lawyers, 
doctors  or  civil  servants. .  .they  might  be  said 
to  preserve  communal  cultural  standards  and 
preserve  the  national  identity.  They  are  in  fact 
performing  much  the  same  function  to  their  so- 
ciety as  are  members  of  the  Writer's  Union 
to  Soviet  Russia,  though  admittedly  without 
being  under  the  same  pressures  to  do  so. 

"The  misconception  of  the  function  of  im- 
aginative writing  persists.  As  long  as  it  works 
as  a  pleasant  semi-intellectual  pursuit  for  read- 
ers and  writers  alike,  no  reason  is  seen  in  a 
community  already  sufficiently  disrupted  and 
disturbed,  for  not  preserving  the  fairly  comfort- 
able literary  status  quo,  its  prizes  and  ideals. 

"(Such  writers)  are  confined  in  a  closed  cul- 
tural circle  [creating)  their  own  complacencies 
and  self-satisfactions,  protecting  themselves 
from  what  is  happening  outside. 

"Once  this  kind  of  writing  has  cut  a  chan- 
nel through  society  it  is  difficult  to  set  up  a 
counter-current.  The  few  genuine  artists  who 
remain  outside  the  literary  consensus  make  lit- 
.  tie  impact  inside  their  community. .  .which 
rejects  what  disturbs,  questions,  offends,  an- 
gers or  may  even  be  culturally  or  morally  sub- 
versive." 

The  essay  goes  on  to  state  that  the  truly 
original  writing  widens  instead  of  narrows  the 
thought  patterns  of  a  society. 

"National  energy,  the  will,  not  just  to  sur- 
vive but  to  excel,  can  only  be  restored  psychic- 
ally, which  is  to  say  within  the  imagination. 

"In  the  past,  sooieties  achieved  this  through 
their  mythologies  or  religions.  Today,  it  is  by 
exposing  minds. .  .to  the  shock  of  original  writ- 
ing that  a  community  ensures  its  organic 
growth." 

In  the  series  of  short  stories  which  follow 
this  essay,  the  publisher  made  an  effort  to  get 


away  from  the  traditional,  cozy  short  story, 
no  matter  how  well  written.  He  was  successful, 
as  you  can  judge  for  yoarself  by  listening  to 
the  Evening  Reading  the  first  two  weeks  in 
February. 

The  other  Longship  Press  book  being  high- 
lighted this  month,  The  Circus,  by  Juanita 
Casey,  will  be  heard  on  the  Morning  Reading 
from  February  16th  through  20th  at  11:15 
am.  Born  of  Gypsy  stock,  restless  and  inde- 
pendent, Ms.  Casey  has  lived  a  nomadic  life. 
Self-taught,  her  literary  technique  depends 
on  her  personal  experience  and  sensibility.  Join 
Padraigin  McGillicuddy  for  this  reading  as 
well  as  for  Paddy  No  More.

FOCUS  ON  WOMEN  IN  MUSIC: 
A  look  at  the  Collective 

Focus  on  Women  in  Music  is  a  collective  of 
eight  women  —  sometimes  more,  sometimes 
less  -  who  produce  a  weekly  program  of  music 
by  women,  heard  on  Saturdays  at  10:30  am.  It 
offers  a  unique  mfX  of  music:  classical,  jazz, 
folk,  electronic,  and  even  new  wave,  with  the 


main  guideline  being  that  women  have  a  major 
role  in  the  creation  of  that  music. 

Focus  started  in  response  to  a  call  put  over 
the  air  during  a  Marathon  by  Renee  Roatcap: 
"Is  there  anyone  out  there  interested  in  a  pro- 
gram on  women  in  music?"  Pledges  poured  in. 
and  six  women  answered  that  call.  The  facts 
were  undeniable.  The  audience  wanted  to  hear 
and  support  music  composed  by  women,  and 
women  were  willing  to  donate  their  time  to 
produce  such  a  program. 

The  new  members  came  from  a  range  of 
different  backgrbunds:  computer  programmer, 
composer,  writer,  etc.  Joan  Medlin  was  the 
..only  member  with  any  radio  skills.  It  was  de- 
cided  that  a  collective  mould  be  formed,  so 
that  programs  could  be  shared,  and  in  order 
that  technical  skills,  such  as  board  operation  . 
and  live  performance  taping,  could  be  learned 
from  one  another. 

The  group  got  off  to  a  shaky  but  enthusias- 
tic start  with  its  first  program  in  May,  1976. 
Pushing  the  concept  of  collective  effort  to  its 
fullest,  all  six  shared  the  microphone  during 
that  Fust  brief  hour! 

The  original  name  of  the  collective  (and  the 
program)  was  Focus  on  Women  Composers. 
During  the  first  year  or  so,  all  the  programs 
were  on  women  in  classical  music.  This  was 
the  First  regular  program  of  its  kind  in  the  coun- 
try, and  the  California  Arts  Council  supported 
that  effort  with  a  substantial  grant  to  produce 
programs  about  California  composers  and 
songwriters. 

A  common  question  asked  after  hearing 
of  the  program  was  "Oh,  are  there  any  women 
composers?"  This  produced  a  mild  form  of 
rage,  which  was  channeled  into  research  about 
20th  century  composers.  A  list  was  compiled 
of  over  700  women  composers.  The  research 
had  been  coordinated  by  Susan  Sailow. 

Different  women  have  floated  in  and  out 
of  the  collective,  but  the  core  group  held  to- 
gether. Two  members  of  the  original  collective 
remain  today,  April  McMahon  and  Susan  Sai- 
low. New  members  brought  a  wide  range  of  in- 
terests in  programming,  and  the  Focus  collec- 
tive has  since  expanded  its  scope  to  include 
every  area  of  music. 

Members  of  the  present  day  collective  in- 
clude Kori  Kody,  who  teaches  English  at  UC 
extension  and  is  working  on  a  science  Fiction 
novel:  her  musical  interests  lie  in  the  field  of 
healing  and  meditative  music  as  well  as  songs 
dealing  with  women  in  the  occult  and  super- 
natural; Jolie  Pearl,  who  programs  folk  and 
Latin  American  political  music,  is  currently* 
attending  S.F.  State  with  a  Major  in  Broadcast 
Commication  Arts;  Susan  Sailow  writes  com- 
puter programs  for  a  hospital  in  the  Bay  Area 
and  programs  classical/new  music,  jazz  and 
blues.  Her  programs  on  Laurie  Anderson 
brought  much  acclaim  from  our  audience, 
and  she  hopes  to  continue  featuring  women 
in  avant-garde/new  music  sometime  in  April. 
Susan  Kernes  programs  folk,  country  and 
blues.  She  believes  that  women  have  been  se- 
verely overlooked  in  the  field  of  country 
music  and,  as  a  result,  she  has  conducted 
interviews  with  Patsy  Montana,  Peggy  Seeger, 
and  Rose  Maddox.  She  is  currently  Music  Di- 
rector while  Charles  Amirkhanian  is  away  on 
a  five-month  leave  of  absence.  Marina  La  Palma 
is  interested  in  new  wave/experimental  music, 
and  has  given  performances  of  her  own  works 
at  Mills  College,  as  well  as  other  performance 
spaces  in  San  Francisco.  April  McMahon  is  in- 


terested in  promoting  women  in  classical  and 
world  music:  "Audiences  don't  know  that  there 
are  all  those  women  composers  out  there,  so 
I  feel  radio  is  an  effective  way  to  promote 
works  by  women  composers."  Kerr  J  Tegman 
programs  soul,  blues  and  jazz,  and  is  currently 
taking  leave  from  the  collective  to  raise  her 
baby  girl,  Maya.  Deena  Grossman  is  a  compo- 
ser who  studied  with  Thea  Musgrave.  Her  in- 
terests lie  in  classical/new  music.  Finally, 
Diane  Kaplan,  who  programs  space/meditative 
music  as  well  as  folk  and  jazz,  is  General  Mana- 
ger at  radio  station  KALX-FM  on  the  U.C. 
Berkeley  campus. 

Many  of  these  women  had  no  radio  exper- 
ience or  training  when  they  walked  through 
the  doors  at  KPFA.  The  collective  has  trained 
them,  and  has  provided  ongoing  mutual  sup- 
port and  skill-sharing.  What  is  the  future  of 
Focus  on  Women  in  Music?  Just  to  continue 
to  provide  diverse  and  interesting  programming 
for  KPFA  and  KPFA's  audience.

Peggy  Berryhill  has  been  hired  to  be  the 
new  Program  Director  at  KPFA.  She  replaces 
Helen  Mickiewicz,  who  had  been  hired  on  a 
temporary  basis  and  chose  not  to  reapply  for 
the  permanent  position.  Peggy  is  a  Native 
American  activist  who,  at  National  Public  Ra- 
dio, was  the  first  and  only  Indian  to  work  for 
a  network.  In  1980,  she  won  the  Unity  Award 
from  Lincoln  University,  and  a  first  place 
award  from  the  International  Film  Producers 
of  America  for  a  documentary  she  produced 
at  NPR,  "The  American  Indian  Religious 
Freedom  Act." 

Peggy  was  born  May  7,  1 949  in  the  capitol 
of  the  Creek  Nation,  Okmulgee,  Oklahoma. 
Her  father  was  a  laborer,  her  mother  a  dry- 
cleaner.  The  family  moved  to  Oakland  in  the 
early  1950's,  due  to  a  federal  relocation  pro- 
gram. 

Peggy  has  always  been  politically  conscious. 
"As  an  Indian  there  is  no  way  not  to  be  poli- 
tically conscious.  I  was  reading  books  by  the 
age  of  four,  and  I  always  looked  to  the  index 
to  see  what  they  had  to  say  about  Indians. 
All  the  history  books  ever  mentioned  were 
Custer  and  the  Cherokee  Trail  of  Tears,  and 
usually  they  were  lying  about  those. . ."  Be- 
cause of  that,  Peggy  refused  to  take  part  in 
Civics  classes  in  grade  school.  In  addition, 
the  project  she  and  her  family  lived  in  was  all 
white.  The  people  there  called  her  father, 
"Chief,"  and  kept  asking  where  all  the  oil  well 
money  was  (the  Osage,  not  the  Creek,  owned 
the  oil  wells). 

"People  tend  to  come  on  to  Indians  in  a 
romanticized  way.  Can  I  touch  you?  That  sort 
of  thing.  Most  Americans  are  extremely  ignor- 
ant about  Indians.  Even  the  contemporary 
women's  movement  romanticizes  the  role  of 
Indian  women,  refusing  to  acknowledge  that 
Indian  women  deal  in  sharing,  rather  than  in 
women's  liberation.  And  people  don't  ask  if 
you're  100%  black  or  100%  Jewish. . . 

"Indians  have  always  sat  back  and  watched 
other  people  going  through  phases,  making 
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mistakes.  I  think  we  have  understanding  toward 
other  groups  they  don't  have  toward  us." 

Peggy's  family  moved  to  Alameda  where 
she  attended  high  school.  After  graduation, 
she  went  to  Merritt  College  ("a  Black  Panther 
school"),  and  was  involved  in  strikes  and  in 
"making  headlines  in  the  New  York  Times." 

She  dropped  out  of  college  in  1970  and 
proceeded  to  work  in  a  variety  of  jobs:  driving 
catering  trucks,  working  in  a  wall-paper  com- 
pany, painting  houses,  serving  as  an  inventory/ 
file  clerk. 

In  1972,  Peggy  began  teaching  adult  edu- 
cation in  the  Oakland  Indian  community. 
Along  with  helping  adult  Indians  who  were 
trying  to  get  their  high  school  diplomas, 
she  found  herself  involved  in  general  conscious- 
ness-raising. She  went  to  the  Oakland  Library 
and  found  (and  critiqued)  various  "horrible" 
films  about  Indians.  She  brought  speakers 
with  different  jobs  to  the  Education  Center, 
and  tried  to  make  her  teaching  as  innovative 
as  possible. 

During  a  short  stay  at  UC  Berkeley  in 
1973,  she  met  Avotcja,  who  at  that  time  was 
head  of  the  KPFA  Third  World  Department. 
The  original  members  of  the  Native  American 
Cultural  Hour  group  had  all  left,  and  a  new 
programmer  was  needed.  Peggy  had  little  rad- 
io experience  at  the  time,  her  background  be- 
ing primarily  journalistic.  Soon  she  also  had 
programs  on  KPOO  and  KALX. 

After  about  a  year,  she  changed  the  title 
of  her  program  to  'Living  On  Indian  Time,' 
after  a  song  she  had  discovered.  Peggy  pro- 
duced the  program  for  some  five  years.  Dur- 
ing that  time,  she  worked  for  a  bit  as  the 
Public  Relations  Director  at  the  American 
Indian  Center  in  San  Francisco. 

In  May  1979,  she  left  KPFA  to  become 
a  'producer  of  specialized  audience  programs' 
at  National  Public  Radio.  She  left  NPR  a 
year  later,  but  has  found  herself  busier  than 
ever.  She  coordinated  all  production  workshops 


for  NFCB's  Minority  Producers  Conference. 
She  went  to  Idaho  and  worked  with  the  Sho- 
shone Bannock  tribe.  She  taped  a  symposium 
on  the  Indian  Reorganization  Act.  She  worked 
at  the  New  Mexico  Zuni  radio  station,  KSHI- 
FM.  She  was  on  panels  for  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities,  the  Corporation 
for  Public  Broadcasting,  the  Indian  Media  . 
Conference. .  ."It  seemed  like  every  month 
I  was.gone  somewhere  else. 

She  has  strong  feelings  about  her  new  role 
at  KPFA: 

"I  came  back  to  KPFA  because  I  believe 
in  it.  I  think  the  mix  is  great.  1  see  my  job  as 
one  of  fine-tuning.  I  want  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  air  sound,  and  work  closely 
with  producers  and  programmers.  I  want  to 
see  the  new  talent  developed. .  .1  don't  like 
talk  about  how  all  the  station's  stars  are 
gone. . . 

"But  sometimes  I  think  listeners  are 
cheated.  They  don't  always  know  what  to 
expect.  I  want  to  stabilize  the  programs 
and  improve  their  quality.  I  want  to  change 
the  provinciality  of  programs  on  KPFA,  and 
expand  our  audience.  We  need  to-widen  the 
views  on  the  air.  There  is  a  time  to  proselytize 
and  a  time  to  educate.  This  is  a  time  for 
education  -  which  means  giving  people  options, 
on  any  given  issue. 

"I  also  hope  to  get  more  women's  pro- 
gramming on  the  air." 

While  time  will  tell  whether  Peggy  is  suc- 
cessful in  her  aims,  one  thing  is  clear.  She  has 
the  credentials  to  be  an  excellent  Program  Dir- 
ector. Her  background  in  radio  production 
should  prove  invaluable  in  the  coming  months, 
as  she  works  to  strengthen  KPFA's  air  sound. 
It  looks  to  be  an  exciting  time  at  the  station. 


BEHIND  THE  SCENES  AT  KPFA 

With  the  addition  of  the  new  staffpersons 
at  KPFA,  a  number  of  people  are  moving  on. 
After  roughly  twelve  years  of  Pacifica  combat 
duty,  former  Chief  Engineer  Doug  Maisel  has 
bowed  to  the  Zeitgeist  and  joined  the  Private 
Sector.  He  will  serve  for  the  next  year  as  a  con- 
sultant, and  for  an  indefinite  period  as  a  gadfly. 
Karla  Tonella,  who  was  functioning  as  tem- 
porary head  of  the  Production  Department, 
sans  title,  has  moved  on  to  California  Public 
Radio,  where  she  will  serve  as  engineer/pro- 
ducer for  such  folks  as  Laurie  Garrett. 

Helen  Mickiewicz,  retiring  Program  Direc- 
tor, is  an  old  KPFA  hand.  She  spend  5Vi . 
years  as  news  volunteer,  then  news  co-direc- 
tor, then  news  director*;  then  program  direc- 
tor. Five  and  a  half  years  is  a  long  time.  Is 
she  now  on  to  greener  pastures?  "preferably 
not  the  unemployment  line,  but  it  may 
come  to  that."  She  is  waiting  to  hear  about  a 
grant. written  through  Western  Public  Radio 
in. San  Francisco,  and  will  be  teaching  classes 
on  radio  writing  and  production  through 
WPR.  Helen  is  currently  involved  in  a  project 
to  establish  a  women-owned  radio  station  in 
the  Bay  Area,  which  may  lead  to  a  paid  posi- 
tion in  the  future.  "After  KPFA  -  the  sky's 
the  limit,"  She  also  hopes  to  return  to  pro- 
gram production  at  KPFA  through  the  Public 
Affairs  Department. 

One  of  the  nicest  aspects  about  the  new 
spate  of  jobs  for  KPFA  alumni  is  that  they 
seem  to  leave  room  for  occasional  work  at 
KPFA.  Karla,  for  example,  will  probably  con- 
tinue producing  programs  in  some  capacity 
here,  and  Laurie  Garrett,  long  gone,  is  still 
around  writing  news  and  anchoring  news 
broadcasts.    For  those  who  may  have  won- 
dered, Adi  Gevins  is  in  Washington,  D.C.  work- 
ing on  a  grant  producing  programs  which  will 
eventually  air  on  KPFA. 
Program  Changes:  The  biggest  change  in  the 
air  sound  this  month  is  the  addition  of  a  new 
late  night  women's  program,  The  Common  Wo- 
man, heard  Wednesdays  at  1 2  midnight  (early 
Thursday).  Its  host  is  Pam  Hoelscher.  Pam  came 
to  KPFA  from  KZSC  in  Santa  Cruz,  where  she 
worked  for  \Vi  years.  She  has  been  working  in 
the  News  Department  and  the  Women's  De- 
partment here  since  last  July.  Currently  she 
is  studying  journalism  and  women's  studies  at 
San  Francisco  State. 

It's  Marathon  time  again  come  March  first 
But  this  year  things  will  be  a  little  different, 
KPFK  tried  this  plan  last  year,  and  apparently 
it  worked:  Well  have  Marathon  from  March  1 
until  March  1 8,  then  take  a  break,  and  resume 
on  April  1  going  until  April  19th.  That  way 
we'll  avoid  listener  and  programmer  burn-out 


All  regular  programs  will  be  pre-empted  dur- 
ing Marathon,  and  we'll  have  a  return  to  spe- 
cial days. 

Since  Marathon  is  coming  up,  it  is  time 
once  again  to  ask  for  phone  volunteers.  Call 
848-6767  and  leave  your  name  and  number. 
We  need  people  to  sit  and  answer  calls  in  the 
phone  room.  This  is  probably  the  best  chance 
to  get  involved  at  KPFA.  Most  of  our  current 
programmers  and  staff  began  during  Mara- 
thons. And  it  is  not  all  work  and  no  play. 
Restaurants  often  help  out  by  donating  food 
for  our  volunteers,  so  you  get  fed.  And  many 
times  the  food  is  dynamite! 

NEWS  &  VIEWS: 
Organic  Agriculture 

In  the  month  of  February,  News  &  Views, 
which  can  be  heard  on  Saturday  mornings  at 
9:00  am,  will  be  presenting  a  series  of  programs 
on  organic  agriculture. 

A  number  of  magazine  (New  West,  Consu- 
mers Report)  and  television  (a  local  network 
station  in  Los  Angeles)  exposes  in  the  last  two 
years  have  further  eroded  the  integrity  of  or- 
ganic farmers  and  distributors  among  consu- 
mers. The  new  California  Organic  Food  Act  of 
1979  is  the  first  step  toward  creating  interest 
in  and  knowledge  about  organic  agriculture  as 
it  is  being  practiced  in  California. 

An  informed  shopper  can  make  rational 
choices  of  food  purchases.  Increasing  concern 
about  pesticide  residues  on  food,  and  loss  of 
fertile  topsoil,  both  results  of  present  farming 
practices,  make  it  all  the  more  important  that 
consumers  have  basic  information  about  agri- 
cultural techniques  used  to  grow  their  food, 
in  order  that  they  can  buy  from  those  farmers 
whose  farming  methods  they  support. 

Growers  and  sellers  of  organic  foods  also 
need  more  information  about  various  issues 
concerning  organic  agriculture,  and  convention- 
al farmers  may  benefit  from  discussions  of 
farming  methods  which  they  may  us©  to  im- 
prove profits. 

This  series  of  programs  will  stimulate  many 
questions,  provide  some  answers,  and  start  a 
much  needed  dialogue  among  industry  mem- 
bers and  consumers. 

The  program  is  hosted  by  Matundu  ." 
Makalani.  He  has  been  presenting  News  &.  Views 
for  some  five  months  now.  The  program  has 
previously  featured  shows  on  food  politics  and 
struggles  facing  Bay  Area  jazz  musicians.  Ma- 
tundu will  be  'joined  in  the  studio  for  these 
four  programs  by  Stuart  Fishman.

Legal  Briefs: 


THE  RIGHTS  OF 
MENTAL  PATIENTS 


By  Mark  Soler 


For  thousands  of  mentally  retarded  indivi- 
duals, the  Pennhurst  State  School  and  Hospital 
in  Spring  City,  Pennsylvania,  has  been  a  mod* 
ern  day  Bedlam.  The  Pennhurst  inmates  have 
not  broken  any  laws  and  are  not  dangerous  to 
other  people.  They  have  been  committed  to 
the  institution  by  orders  of  state  courts,  or 
have  come  by  "voluntary"  admissions,  initiated 
by  parents  or  guardians.  Unlike  the  victims  of 
mental  illness,  who  can  be  treated  with  medica- 
tion or  psychotherapy,  the  mentally  retarded 
suffer  from  severe  impairments  in  learning 
capacities  and  adaptive  behaviors.  They  can  be 
educated,,  trained,  and  cared  for,  but  they  will 
not  get  well.  At  Pennhurst  they  range  in  age 
from  young  children  to  the  very  elderly. 

Until  recently,  the  inmates  of  Pennhurst 
languished  in  filth  and  neglect.  The  ward  floors 
were  soiled  with  urine  and  excrement.  Foul 
odors  and  blaring  noises  filled  the  institution's 
halls.  Infectious  diseases  were  common.  Toilet 
areas  were  not  supplied  with  towels,  soap,  or 
toilet  paper. 

Pennhurst  was  a  dangerous  place.  Injuries 
to  inmates  were  frequent.  Inmates  were 
assaulted  by  other  inmates  and  by  staff  mem- 
bers. Some  were  sexual  assaults.  Staff  mem- 
bers also  locked  up  inmates  and  drugged  them, 
in  order  to  keep  them  under  convenient  con- 
rol.  And  the  inmates  were  not  provided  with 
adequate  supervision,  training,  or  education. 
Under  these  circumstances,  inmates  actually 
regressed,  losing  speech  and  movement  skills 
previously  acquired. 

On  May  30,  1 974,  Terri  Lee  Halderman, 
a  juvenile  inmate  at  Pennhurst,  filed  a  federal 
lawsuit  on  behalf  of  herself  and  all  other  in- 
mates, against  Pennsylvania  state  officials  res- 
ponsible for  the  operation  of  Pennhurst.  She 
alleged  that  the  abominable  conditions  at  the 
institution  violated  her  constitutional  rights. 
In  early  1975,  the  United  States  government 
joined  the  case  against  the  state  officials.  In  sub- 
sequent court  proceedings,  the  suit  was  exten- 
ded to  county  officials  who  had  failed  to  pro- 
vide alternative  community-based  placements 
for  Pennhurst  inmates,  and  federal  and  state 
statutory  claims  were  added. 

The  trial  was  held  during  April,  May  and 
June  of  1977.  The  federal  judge  found  that 
the  constitutional  and  statutory  rights  of 
Terri  Lee  Halderman  and  the  other  inmates 
had  in  fact  been  violated  by  the  conditions  of 
confinement  in  Pennhurst.  After  more  pro- 
ceedings on  the  appropriate  relief  to  be  pro- 
vided, the  court  ordered  that  community  living 
arrangements  and  necessary  support  services  be 


provided,  at  public  expense,  for  all  Pennhurst 
inmates,  and  that  the  institution  eventually 
should  be  closed  down.  The  decision  was  con- 
sidered a  triumphant  victory  for  the  inmates 
and  a  major  milestone  in  protecting  the  rights 
of  mental  patients. 

The  state  and  county  defendants  appealed, 
and  on  December  19th,  1979,  the  U.S.  Court 
of  Appeals  upheld  most  aspects  of  the  trial 
court's  order.  Rather  than  basing  its  decision 
on  broad  constitutional  or  statutory  ground, 
however,  it  relied  primarily  on  a  single  federal 
statute,  The  Developmental^  Disabled  Assis- 
tance and  Bill  of  Rights  Act  (The  "DD  Act"). 
The  court  held  that  the  DD  Act  provides  to 
mentally  retarded  persons  the  right,  enforce- 
able in  federal  court,  to  treatment  in  the  least 
restrictive  environment.  The  court  also  held 
that  the  DD  Act  clearly  implies  a  preference 
for  treatment  in  community-based  settings 
rather  than  in  large  institutions. 

The  defendants  appealed  again,  and  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  heard  arguments 
on  the  case  this  past  December. 

The  case  is  obviously  of  immense  impor- 
tance to  the  inmates  of  Pennhurst,  as  well  as 
to  many  thousands  of  mentally  retarded  indi- 
viduals in  the  United  States  who  come  under 
the  protection  of  the  DD  Act.  Specifically, 
the  Court  is  likely  to  rule  on  two  fundamental 
issues  in  the  case:  whether  mentally  retarded 
individuals  can  sue  at  all  under  the  DD  Act 
when  they  believe  their  rights  are  being  viola- 
ted, and  whether  such  persons  do  have  a  feder- 
al right  to  treatment,  at  public  expense,  in  the 
least  restrictive,  community-based  environ- 
ment. Needless  to  say,  the  case  is  also  impor- 
tant to  public  officials  who  must  constantly 
deal  with  rising  budgets  and  reduced  revenues. 
The  Supreme  Court's  decision  may  signifi- 
cantly affect  several  other  areas  of  law.  For 
example,  a  ruling  on  whether  individuals  have 
a  private  cause  of  action  under  the  DD  Act 
may  influence  lower  courts  in  deciding  wheth- 
er private  individuals  can  bring  lawsuits  to 
enforce  environmental,  regulatory,  economic 
assistance,  or  civil  rights  statutes.  And  a  deter- 
mination of  the  proper  scope  of  relief  for  im- 
plementing the  right  to  treatment  for  mental 
patients  could  affect  decisions  on  the  rights 
of  children  in  state  custody,  handicapped  per- 
sons, and  disadvantaged  individuals  who  de- 
pend largely  on  public  funds  for  remedial  pro- 
grams. The  Court's  decision  is  expected  in 
June.
